AN ACT to change the name of the "Fond du Lac County 
Savings Association." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SEcTioN 1. The corporation created by chapter Name chug"' 
two .hundred of the private and local laws of 1867, 
under the title of the Fond du Lao County Savings 
Association, is hereby changed to, and shall hereafter be 
known as the Savings Bank of Fond du Lac. 

SEcnoN 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 43. 

[Published February 26, 1878.] 

AN ACT to provide for the payment of certificates issued to 
witnesses in criminal cases. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The certificates issued in the manner Witness ear-
provided by law, by the clerks of the circuit courts of rare' wbe  
this state, in all criminal actions, shall be paid by the 
treasurer in the county in which such certificate is 
issued, on presentation, and such certificates shall be 
accepted by the county boards of supervisors on settle-
ment with the treasurer, as lawful vouchers. 

SECTION 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after the date of its publication.
